Refuses to Retract Words.

McKinley public indignation again ran riot. 
J. C. Towers called upon Rydell in his saloon 
and demanded a public apology, shaking his 
fist if the hotel proprietor’s face and threat- 
ening him with bodily injury. Rydeil called 
upon Marshal Brown to protect him, where- 
upon the Marshal attembpted to preserve 
order by placing Towers under arrest.

Theory of the Drownings.

Jennie Wade lived with her mother in a 
small brick house in the Village of Gettys- 
burg She was 20 years old. Her sister, 

a, was married to a soldier in the 
One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Pennsylvania 
Infantry, who . was a cousin of General Mc- 
Clellan. 

The three women, ‘the mother and two 
daughters, were alonein the home when the 
battle broke all: around them. The union 
lines were but a short distance from the 
house and sometimes were driven back into 
the yard. Their monre was struck many 
times. 

During the first aay of the battle Jennie 
spent the day catrying water from the old 
well, drawn up by a windlass, to fill the can- 


and | teens of the men in the battle lines. At the 


close of the first day’s battle fifteen union 
soldiers lay dead in the yard about the home. 
On the morning of July 3 the battle com- 
menced early, but the women of the little 
brick house were astir, and they had sent out 
to see what best they could do for the fight- 
ing men. They found that something besides 
the army rations would be appreciated as 
food.

The story of her sad death came 
to the knowledge of the union soldiers and 
the next day at sundown, when the battle 
had ceased, they gave her the burial of a 
soldier.

During his rapid rise from oné post: of re- 
sponsibility to another he has in every case 
proved his complete mastery of the situa- 
tion and has inspired universal confidence 
in his ability to fill worthily any office, even 
the highest. Though he is the youngest man 
to take the oath as President of the United 
States, the nation looks forward to his ad- 
ministration with a feeling of security:and 
calm confidence. | 

Mr. Roosevelt's tactful mastery of the sit- 
uation from the moment of his arrival at 
Buffalo on Saturday is an excellent augury 
for the future. Heshowed a combination of 
sense and sensibility that speaks as well for | 
his heart as for his head. The firm and quiet 
style in which he waved aside the plans that 
had been made for him and insisted on pay- 
ing his respects to Mrs. McKinley while he 
was still Vice President was in excellent 
taste, and it showed a calm self-command 
that makes it the more significant. Other 
| similar acts of thoughtful appropriateness 
marked his actions at eyery turn on that 
trying day: He showed an alertness of mind 
and a swift power of doing the right thing 
at the proper moment which afte auspicious 
of a strong and beneficent administration. - 

If the country needed any verbal reassur- 
ance as to Mr. Roosevelt's adherence to 
President McKinley's policy it has been 
found in the straightforward statement 
made by him as he was about to take the 
Oath of office, when he said: “ In this hour 
of p and national bereavement I wish to 
state that it shall be my aim to continue 
absolutely unbroken the policy of President 
McKinley for the peace, and prosperity, and 
honor of our beloved conntry.”’ These mem- 
orable words. confirm.the forecast. already 
made by Tus Trisune as to President 
Roosevelt's line of action. The business 
terests of the nation may rest secure in the 
knowledge that the affairs of the government 
will suffer no change, and that President 
Roosevelt is as sincerely anxious to realize 
the broad policy of statesmanehip outlined 
in President McKinley's last speech as was 
the martyred President himself. The new 
President has the independence and the na- 
tive powers to put his will intoexecution. 

In the face of a national calamity of this 
nature the voice of partisan clamor should 
be hushed and all good Americans should 
unite to stand by their President and their 
copntry. President Roosevelt occupies his 
great office through no wish of hisown. No 
man who knows him can believe that even 
for a moment the least particle of personal 
gratification has entered his thoughts. A 
great, a terrible responsibility has been 
thrust upon him. He cannot avoid it, but 
must accept it with mahly fortitude. No- 
body knows better than he how impossible 
it will be for him to escape severe and, in 
time, rancorous criticism, even though all 
his actions may be inspired by the purest 
motives and he may justify every one of 
them to his own mind and conscience. He 
has no agreeable duty thrust upon him. His 
will be, indeed, the strenuous life for the 
next three and one-half years. Tue Trrs- 
UNE believes that President Roosevelt would 
cheerfully ‘have accepted all the habdships 
of a eampaign in 1904, and would then 
ably have been nominated and elected. But 
the demands of the position in which he is 
now placed are such that. even a stouter 
heart than his might well shrink from meet- 
ing them. 


, THE CAUSE OF DEATH. 
“The verdict of the fourteen physicians and 
surgeohs who assisted in the autopsy on the 
body of President McKinley is that the first 
bullet, which struck the breastbone, did lit- 
tle harm, and that the second, which passed 
through the stomach and into the back walls 
of the abdomen, produced gangrene, from 
which he died. They furthermore declare 
that death was unavoidable by any surgical 
or medical treatment and was the direct 
resuit of the bullet wound. While some of 
the fourteen may differ in their views of de- 
tails, yet this is their general verdict, and as 
such it should .be accepted as final. 
¥rom this and every other point of view 
no blame should attach to the physicians. 
The autopsy shows that the wound was 
mortal from the first, and no a t of 
skill could have saved the patient. Every- 
thing that could be done was done by them, 
and if they erred at all it was in hopefulness. 
But how would it have aided their work or 
have relieved the popular tension if they 
had sent out hopeless bulletins from the 
first? If the case was, as they unanimously 
say, fatal from the first, their hope, or lack 
a eee. could have been of little considera- 


If there is to be any criticism of the treat- 
ment of the case—and it is easy to criticise— 
let it be confined to the profession. If there 
are to be disputes, between physicians, as 
there have been'so many times, let them be 
fought out in the medical journals, and let 
them be postponed unti] a seemly time. If 
such discussions can add anything to scien- 
tific knowledge, or ifthey can make it easier 
to save life in future in the case of wounds 
of this kind, then they might be profitable to 
the profession, but they can have little in- 
terest for the public. The public should as- 
sume that the doctors have done the best 
they can, and they should be satisfied, since, 
as it now appears, nothing more that could 
have been done would have saved the pa- 
tient’s life.

With the return of the men to work in the 
Bastern steel mills this morning the futile 
strike of the Amalgamated association 
comes to an ignominious end. As predicted 
j some time ago, President Shaffer and the 
other officials of the association have been 
compelled to end it on the best terms obtain- 
able. Those terms naturally incinde no con- 
ecessions from the United States Stee] cor- 
poration.. On the contrary, the Amalga- 
mated association gives up its right to con- 
trol in a large number of mills where it for- 
merly held sway. It comes out of the fight 
broken and discredited. Its officials did the 
best thing that was left to them when they 
ordered the conference and the capitulation 
of last Saturday. If they had not given up 
the fight the individual lodges and members 
would have done so forthemselves, —_ 

The members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation are to be congratulated on returning 
te work, though they would haye done more 
wisely if they had never quit. The loss suf- 
| fered by them is so much dead waste. Tn- 
stead of forcing a fuller recognition of the 
union jn the yarious mills the strike has 
shattered the Amalgamated association to 
an extent which it will require years to re- 
pair. It has been one of the most complete 
failures in the history of organized ta bar.

Of All Professional Sports the National 
Leagues Offer Least Inducement 
for Dishonesty. |

Baseball is honest. Some peculiar things 
happen in* baseball at times, but I have 
watched the game closely for a great many 
years and believe that it is at least as close 
to perfect honesty as any professional sport 
in the world. Many unsportsmanlike tricks 
are resorted to at times by both players and 
club owners, but if there has been any actuai 
dishonesty in the playing of the games since 
the time of the Hall-Devlin episode, now 
many years ago, some of the tleverest critics 
in the country have been unable to unearth 
it. The nature of the game, the intensity of 
partisanship and loyalty of the players is 
the t safeguard of the sport. Brothers 
| opposed to each other will fight like savages 
for their respective teams. Realizing these 
conditions—and there is no doubt that 
they exist—it wears on one to hear at regular 
intervals that a certain team is ‘laying 
down" én the interests of another favored 
- team. 

It is true that it would pay the club owners 
to have the various pennants well distributed 
throughout the country, but the minute any 
plane were arranged to bring about such a 
result it would be quickly known and frus- 
trated. Professional baseball, unlike many 
other similar sports, depends absolutely upon 
its honesty for its continued popularity. 
Every player and club owner in the country 
realizes this. Baseball has no side-show 
features, such as betting and the like, and as 
soon as the average “fan” thought the 
games dishonest he would lose all interest 
in the sport. Some teams play peculiarly at 
times, as will happen occasionally in every 
sport where a combination of men are work- 
ing together for the benefit of the whole. I 
do not mean to say that there are not players 
and club owners who would not be tricky if 
they dared. They simply don’t dare. 

The lesson dealt out to the early evil-doers, 
who were charged with selling games in the 
interest of certain gamblers, has had a 
splendid effect. The sentence hangs over 
those men yet, and the disgracé will remain 
with their children and their chikiren’s chil- 
dren. I belHeve that there have been hun- 
dre@s of fake horse races, prize fights, 
wrestling matches, and professional running 
races to one Treally crooked baseball game.—

Arctic Circle. 


Tells of the Lieutenant’s Pie 
gram for the Coming. 
| | Summer. 


WILL KEEP ON TO THE POLE. 


Portland, Me. 15.—[{Special.]—From 


her indomitable husband facing a long and 
dreary arctic winter, Mrs. Robert E. Peary, 
wife of Lieutenant Peary, arrived in Port- 
land last evening. Having passed two win- 
ters with her husband at Drisco, where her 
daughter, Marie, was born, Mrs. Peary did 
not care to pass another winter within the 
arctic circle, nor did her husband care to 
have her. 

In the sum@her of 1900 Mrs, Peary sailed 
from North Sydney, C. B., on the ship Win- 
ward, which was sent by ‘the Peary Arctic 
club with stores and supplies for the ex- 
plorer. On Aug. 19, 1900, the @Vindward 
reached Etah, which had been Peary’s win- 
ter quarters, and found instructions to pro- 
ceed to Smith's Sound, if possible, to meet 
Peary. At Cape Sabine the Windward’s 
course northward was stopped by ice, and 
the vessel went into winter quartersin Payer 


Harbor. 
‘Waits All Winter. 


“TI tried my best to communicate with my 
husband,” said Mrs. Peary today, ‘‘ but tono 
purpose, The sailors on the Windward were 
not available for work on the ice, and the best 
of Eskimos, who might be used, could not 
be had, as they lived on the other side of the 
sound from where we were. The winter 
passed away slowly, but not unpleasantly. 
“When the long arctic night began to 
break away I began to send out such ex- 
peditions as I could to find Mr. Peary. At 
last I got some good Eskimos, and they were 
accompanied by two sailors who volunteered 
to go with them. They proceeded toward 
Fort Conger, but had not gone more than 
sixty miles when they met Mr. Peary and his 
two companions on the way south. Mr. 
Peary had wintered at Fort Conger, only 
150 miles away, but I did not know that, nor 
did he know that the Windward was so near 
him, 


Her Husband Arrives. 


‘* Mr. Peary had no idea that I was to be on 
the Windward. He did not know that I had 
come north to see him until he met our 
searching party. It was night when he came. 
I was asieep in my room in the cabin when 


right over my head. ‘ Steward,’ I shouted, 
‘open the door; Mr. Peary is there.’ I knew 
it was Mr. Peary, for when I went up on 
the Erik in 1892 he came on board in just 
that way, and I recignized his step. It was 
the sixth day of May of that year, and his 
birthday, too. 

‘What he accomplished Mr. Bridgeman 
has told you better than ever I can. Ina 
general way I may say that he has estab- 
lished the fact that Greenland’s farthest 
point north is 83.39 degrees. Between it and 
the north pole is an open sea. Mr. Peary 
went to 838.60 degrees north, and was forced 
to return because of broken ice. 

Peary to Keep On. 

| “This coming summer he will make an 
attempt to reach the north pole, going over 
that same route.”’ 

Mr. Peary did not know of his mother’s 
death, which occurred in Portland, until 
the Erik conveyed the news to him. Neither 
did he know of the death of his baby daugh- 
ter, who died eighteen months after he 
started on hig trip, three years ago, until 
his wife told him of it. Mrs. Peary will 
go to her home in Washington at once, to 
wait until another spring, when she will 
once more accompany the Windward on the 
relief trip.

wholesale houses in all lines report their 
business as active as it could well be. Goods 
are going out to all country points in large 
quantities to supply immediate trade wants, 
and a steady stream of orders is coming in 
for supplies of Yarious kinds for later use.

Grain Markets Are Dull. 


Duliness ruled in the wheat market, the 
week being exceptional in the small volume 
of speculative trade_and the narrowness of 
the range, which was only l\%c. Although 
dull, the market was reasonably firm, but 
closing prices on Friday, which were %-e 
under those of the previous Saturday, were 
near bottom for some weeks. The best prices 
were reached on Wednesday, when"the gov- 
ernment crop report on corn caused an ad- 
vance of ic In that cereal. The wheat re- 
port was also moderately bullish, suggesting 
a reduction in the total yield to 620,000,000 
bu, or 20, bu less than was indicated 
by the August report. At the week's close 
the only consideration was the condition of 
the President, and the volume of trade be- 
came still more restricted. The Northwest- 
ern movement is large, but not abnormally 
so. Carlots for five days have been 5,805, 
against 2,810 last year, 5,916 in 1889, and 6,151
